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SUBJECT: PASSPORTS STOLEN BY JRA TERRORISTS DURING 
KUALA LUMPUR ATTACK 

1. LIBYAN FOREIGN MINISTRY SENT POLLOWING NOTE TO THE 
JAPANESE EMBASSY IN TRIPOLI ON NOV 6: 

BEGIN QUOTE. MINISTRY IS HONORED TO INPORM THE 
EMBASSY THAT THE UNDERSECRETARY OP THE MINISTRY OP 
INTERIOR HAS SENT A LETTER TO MFA CONCERNING ITS 
INQUIRY INTO THE OBTAINING OF AMERICAN PASSPORTS BY 
THE JAPANESE RED ARMY GROUP DURING THE OCCUPATION OP 
THE AMERICAN EMBASSY IN KUALA LUMPUR. RED ARMY GROUP 
HAS DENIED THIS, AND A SEARCH HAS NOT UNCOVERED ANY 
PASSPORTS. END QUOTE. 

2. SINCE THE JAPANESE AMBASSADOR HAD NOT MADE ANY OFPICIAL 
INQUIRY INTO THE MATTER OF THE PASSPORTS STOLEN BY THE 
TEN JRA TERRORISTS PROM EMBASSY KUALA LUMPUR, HE IS 
PUZZLED AS TO WHY HE WAS SENT A NOTE ON THE SUBJECT. 

IN FACT, IT IS CLEAR THAT THE LIBYAN NOTE IS MEANT TO BE 
AND ANSWER TO OUR NOTE OP SEPT 1 1 ASKING ABOUT THE STOLEN 
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PASSPORTS, BUT THAT POR REASONS BEST KNOWN TO THEM THE 
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LIBYANS HAVE PREFERRED TO ANSWER TO THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 
SWEDISH EMBASSY IN TRIPOLI, IT WILL BE RECALLED (TRIPOLI 
1037), ALSO SENT THE LIBYANS A NOTE ASKING FOR THE RETURN 
OF ANY PASSPORTS STOLEN FROM THE SWEDISH EMBASSY IN 
KUALA LUMPUR "WITHOUT DELAY". THE LIBYANS HAVE SO FAR 
IGNORED THIS REQUEST. 

3. COMMENT: THERE WOULD APPEAR TO BE ONLY FOUR POSSIBLE 
EXPLANATIONS OF WHAT HAS HAPPENED TO THE STOLEN PASSPORTS, 
INCLUDING 17 BLANKS: A(A) TERRORISTS WERE ABLE TO DISPOSE 

OF THE PASSPORTS BEFORE BOARDING JAL PLANE IN KUALA LUMPUR, 
(B) TERRORISTS SOMEHOW DISPOSED OF PASSPORTS DURING THE 
FLIGHT, (C) JRA TERRORISTS HAVE KEPT THE PASSPORTS AND 
MANAGED TO CONCEAL THEM FROM THEIR LIBYAN GUARDS, OR 
(D) LIBYAN GOVT IS NOT TELLING THE TRUTH. WE WOULD NOT 
DISCOUNT THE FOURTH POSSIBILITY. 

4. JAPANESE AMBASSADOR SAYS THAT BEFORE HE LEFT ON HIS RECENT 
VISIT TO TOKYO (TOKYO 15619), MINISTRY OF INTERIOR UNDER- 
SECRETARY BELGASEM REPEATED HIS ASSURANCES THAT THE 

TEN JRA TERRORISTS WERE BEING KEPT IN CUSTODY IN 
LIBYA. JAPANESE HOPE THAT AFTER BELGASEM'S TRIP, WHICH 
HAD THE PURPOSE OF DISCUSSING JAPANESE TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE 
FOR THE LIBYAN POLICE, LIBYANS WILL UNDERSTAND THE DANGER 
REPRESENTED BY THE JRA TERRORISTS BETTER, AND WILL BE 
LESS INCLINED TO RELEASE THEM.
